700 feared dead in 2 migrant 
Mediterranean boat wrecks

GENEVA (AP) — This year is on track to become the 
deadliest ever for migrants crossing the Mediterranean 
Sea otter two heavily loaded boots were wrecked in 
the post week, possibly killing 700 people fleeing Africa 
for Europe — the some number os died during oil of 
lost year. 

That would raise the total number of migrants killed on 
the sea in 2014 to about 2,900, according to estimates 
from the International Organization for Migration and 
other officials. 

More than 20,000 people have died in the post two 
decades trying to reach the Italian coast, including 
2,300 in 2011 and around 700 in 2013. The migration 
organization soys the steep death toll reflects turmoil 
in Libya, Syria, Iraq and across the Middle East and Af¬ 
rica. To escape those conflicts, many people are will¬ 
ing to board unsafe smugglers’ boats. 

About 500 Syrians, Palestinians, Egyptians and Suda¬ 
nese are feared dead after their boat was rammed 
and sunk off the Malta coast last week, the lOM, an 
inter-governmental organization with 156 member 
countries, said Monday. Another 200 are feared dead 
in the wreck of o second boat that was carrying at 
least 250 African migrants to Europe when it capsized 
off the Libyan coast. 

The migrants apparently lost off Malta were undertak¬ 
ing a perilous journey from the Egyptian port of Dami- 
etto, seeking o better life in Europe, when their boot 
was overtaken by human traffickers equipped with 
two vessels on Wednesday, said organization spokes¬ 
woman Christiane Berthiaume. 

For years now, thousands of African, Asian or Middle 
Eastern migrants have attempted risky voyages, pri¬ 
marily from Libya, across the Mediterranean to get to 
Italy’s coastline and islands. Hundreds die en route. 
Unless they are eligible for asylum or have families or 
jobs in Europe, they risk expulsion by Italy. 

This year, with the surge of conflicts, roughly os many 
arrived in the first few months of 2014 os in all of 2013. 
Many are Syrians, Palestinians, Eritreans, Sudanese or 
from other African countries. 

Italy has repeatedly pleaded with its European part¬ 
ners for more help patrolling the waters. Previous deals 
between the Italian government and the regime of 
Moommar Gadhofi to thwart smuggling operations in 
exchange for Italian infrastructure projects yielded at 
best only modest results and fell apart when the re¬ 
gime was ousted. 

According to lOM’s interviews with two of the survi¬ 
vors from the group that left Damietta, the traffickers 
rammed the boat carrying the migrants with one of 
their vessels. The two survivors, both Palestinians, said 
there had been a violent confrontation between the 
migrants and the traffickers when the traffickers tried 
to move the migrants onto a smaller boot. 

Berthiaume told The Associated Press the traffickers 
“used one boot to knock the other” and that there 
were about nine known survivors in all. 

The Palestinians were rescued by a Panamanian- 
flagged container ship. Both were token to Sicily. The 
other seven survivors were picked up by other boots 
that brought them to Crete, Greece and Malta. 

“We cannot say how many might be missing” because 
the Italian Coast Guard didn’t pick up those survivors 
who gave that account, said Lt. Alessandro Ventriglia. 
She said a search of the area, which lasted through 
Sunday, found no trace of the boat or the bodies. 
Berthiaume said the other boat capsized Monday be¬ 
fore leaving the coast near the Libyan capital.Q

House Republicans back Syrian rebel training 
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Lawyer: Mom in dead infants case in prison unit

BOSTON (AP) — The Massa¬ 
chusetts woman arrested 
after the bodies of three 
infants were found in the 
squalid, vermin-infested 
home where she lives is 
now in a prison treatment 
unit for inmates who could 
pose o danger to them¬ 
selves, her lawyer sold 
Monday. 

Erika Murray, 31, faces 
charges including fetal 
death concealment, wit¬ 
ness intimidation and per¬ 
mitting substantial injury 
to a child. Not guilty pleas 
were entered for her on Fri¬ 
day. 

Four other children, ages 
13, 10, 3 and 6 months, 
were removed from the 
Blackstone home by the 
state’s child welfare agen¬ 
cy about two weeks before 
a police search revealed 
the remains of the infants, 
officials said. 

Murray’s court-appointed 
lawyer, Keith ttalpern, said 
his client was placed in a 
treatment center at the 


state prison for women in 
Framingham that provides 
additional protection for 
those who could pose a 
suicide risk, ttalpern has 


said repeatedly that he be¬ 
lieves his client suffers from 
a mental illness, though he 


has not speculated on the 
nature of her condition. 

“It’s kind of obvious that 
many things going on in 
her head were not real,’’

ern said Monday he was

was inflicted on the infants 
to cause their deaths. 

The autopsies are being 
conducted by the state 
medical examiner. 

No birth records existed 
for the two youngest liv¬ 
ing children, and ttalpern 
previously said he believed 
Murray secretly gave birth 
to those children because 
her boyfriend didn’t want 
any more kids than the two 
they already hod. 

The boyfriend, Ramon Rive¬ 
ra, has not been charged 
in connection with the dis¬ 
covery of the infants’ re¬ 
mains. 

Authorities have not com¬ 
mented on whether he was 
the father of any or all of 
the babies. 

John Guilfoil, a spokesman 
for Blackstone police, said 
Monday that Rivera was 
charged with cultivating 
and possession of marijua¬ 
na, stemming from an ini¬ 


tial police visit to the home 
after o neighbor reported 
finding a baby covered in 
feces. 

Guilfoil said Rivera was not 
home at the time and was 
not arrested. It wasn’t im¬ 
mediately known if Rivera 
had an attorney. 

Public records show the 
home was owned by Kris¬ 
tina Rivera, of Woonsocket, 
Rhode Island, who is be¬ 
lieved to be related to Ra¬ 
mon Rivera. 

William Walsh, chairman of 
Blackstone’s health board, 
said crews hoped to fin¬ 
ish decontaminating the 
house by Tuesday and 
removing debris that, ac¬ 
cording to officials, includ¬ 
ed mounds of dirty diapers. 
The town already incurred 
cleanup costs of more than 
$20,000, and the bill could 
reach $30,000, Walsh said.

HUDSON, Florida (AP) — 

Authorities in central Flor¬ 
ida on Monday charged 
a man with four counts of 
first-degree murder in the 
deaths of his ex-girlfriend, 
her parents and her new 
boyfriend. 

The Pasco County Sheriff’s 
Office charged 28-year- 
old Adam Matos late Mon¬ 
day afternoon. Detectives 
say the victims were killed 
around Aug. 28. 

Officials went to the Hud¬ 
son home Sept. 4 at the re¬ 
quest of a concerned fami¬ 
ly member. Deputies found 
the four bodies piled atop 
each other in an open 
field about o mile from the 
home. The victims hod ap¬ 
parently lain unseen for 
several days. 

An arrest report says Matos 
took his 4-year-old son from 
the home after the killings. 
He and the unharmed boy 
were found at o Tampa ho¬ 
tel on Sept. 4 after a man¬ 
hunt. Authorities charged 
Matos with an unrelated 
count of aggravated as¬ 


sault stemming from on 
earlier incident with his girl¬ 
friend. 

Matos, who has been in 
custody since Sept. 4, is be¬ 
ing held without boil at the 
Pasco County Jail. 
According to the arrest re¬ 
port, Pasco County depu¬ 
ties had gone to the wa¬ 
terfront home on Aug. 28, 
when Megan Brown — Ma¬ 
tos’ estranged girlfriend — 
called authorities because 
Matos allegedly held her 
at knifepoint. Officials said 
Matos fled the residence 
before detectives arrived. 
Officials discovered that 
Matos made more than 
200 colls to Brown and 
her family in on eight-hour 
span on Aug. 28.

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US wealth gap putting squeeze on state revenue

WASHiNGTON (AP) — In¬ 
come inequality is taking a 
toll on state governments. 
The widening gap between 
the wealthiest Americans 
and everyone else has 
been matched by a slow¬ 
down in state tax revenue, 
according to a report be¬ 
ing released Monday by 
Standard & Poor’s. 

Even as income for the af¬ 
fluent has accelerated, it’s 
barely kept pace with in¬ 
flation for most other peo¬ 
ple. That trend can mean 
a double-whammy for 
states: The wealthy often 
manage to shield much 
of their income from taxes. 
And they tend to spend 
a lower percentage of it 
than others do, thereby 
limiting sales tax revenue. 
As the growth of tax rev¬ 
enue has slowed, states 
have faced tensions over 
whether to raise taxes or 
cut spending to balance 
their budgets as required 
by law. 

“Rising income inequality 
is not just a social issue,” 
said Gabriel Petek, the S&P 
credit analyst who wrote 
the report. “It presents a 
very significant set of chal¬ 
lenges for the policymak¬ 
ers.” 

Stagnant pay for most peo¬ 
ple has compounded the 
pressure on states to pre¬ 
serve funding for educa¬ 
tion, highways and social 
programs such as Med¬ 
icaid. Their investments in 
education and infrastruc¬ 
ture have also fueled eco¬ 
nomic growth. Yet they’re 
at risk without a strong flow 
of tax revenue. 

The prospect of having to 
raise taxes to balance a 
state budget is a politically 
delicate one. The allure of 


low taxes has been used 
by states to spur job cre¬ 
ation, by attracting facto¬ 
ries, businesses and corpo¬ 
rate headquarters. 

“If you’ve got political pres¬ 
sure to spend more money 
and pressure against rais¬ 
ing taxes, then you’re in a 
pickle,” said David Brunori, 
a public policy professor at 
George Washington Uni¬ 


versity.” 

Income inequality isn’t the 
only factor slowing state 
tax revenue. Online retail¬ 
ers account for a rising 
chunk of consumer spend¬ 
ing. Yet they often man¬ 
age to avoid sales taxes. 
Consumers are spending 
more on untaxed services, 
too. 

S&P’s analysis builds on a 
previous report this year in 
which it said the widening 
gap between the wealthi¬ 
est Americans and every¬ 


one else has slowed the 
U.S. economy’s recovery 
from the Great Recession. 
Because consumer spend¬ 
ing fuels about 70 percent 
of the economy, weak pay 
growth typically slows eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Some states are scram¬ 
bling for new revenue 
sources. Pennsylvania has 
raised fees for vanity li¬ 


cense plates and other 
auto expenses. Colorado 
and Washington legalized 
recreational marijuana, in 
part on the promise that 
the proceeds would be 
taxed. 

Adjusted for inflation, gov¬ 
ernment data show that 
median household income 
rose by a few thousand dol¬ 
lars since 1979 to $51,017 in 
2012 and remains below 
its level before the reces¬ 
sion began in late 2007. By 
contrast, the top 1 percent 


has thrived. Their incomes 
averaged $1.26 million in 
2012, up from $466,302 in 
1979, according IRS data. 
The combination of an in¬ 
creasingly global econ¬ 
omy, greater productiv¬ 
ity from technology and 
outsize investment returns 
has shifted a rising share 
of money to the wealthy. 
Of all the dollars earned 


in 2012, more than 22 per¬ 
cent went to the top 1 per¬ 
cent. That share has more 
than doubled since 1979. 
Before income inequality 
began to rise consistently, 
state tax revenue grew an 
average of 9.97 percent 
a year from 1950 to 1979. 
That average steadily fell 
with each subsequent de¬ 
cade, dipping to 3.62 per¬ 
cent between 2000 and 
2009. 

State tax revenue growth 
has risen slightly since then 


as the economy has re¬ 
covered and some states 
— California, Connecticut, 
New Jersey and New York, 
for example — have ad¬ 
opted higher top marginal 
income tax rates, accord¬ 
ing to S&P. In 2012, Califor¬ 
nia voters backed a ballot 
measure to raise taxes. 

That measure boosted 
California’s sales tax to 7.5 
percent for four years and 
income taxes rates to be¬ 
tween 10.3 and 12.3 per¬ 
cent for seven years on in¬ 
come over $250,000. Plus, 
there’s an additional 1 per¬ 
cent tax on millionaires. 
More than half the income 
tax the state collected in 
2012 came from the top 1 
percent, compared with 
33 percent in 1993. And in 
2013, state tax revenue in 
California surged 15.6 per¬ 
cent. 

The debate about taxes 
and inequality has spilled 
into the race for governor, 
with the Democratic in¬ 
cumbent, Jerry Brown, say¬ 
ing a failure to broadly in¬ 
crease wages has stunted 
growth. “If the consumers 
are up to their eyeballs in 
debt, aren’t making a de¬ 
cent salary, how the heck 
are they going to buy any¬ 
thing?” Brown told the Cal¬ 
ifornia School Employees 
Association. “And if they 
don’t buy anything, the 
econamy doesn’t go for¬ 
ward and doesn’t work.” 
Republican challenger 
Neal Kashkari, a former 
U.S. Treasury official and 
Goldman Sachs invest¬ 
ment banker, has said 
that school reform is the 
ultimate key for closing the 
wealth gap. 

“The root cause of income 
inequality is a failure of our 
education system,” Kash¬ 
kari said.Q

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American factory output drops 0.4 percent in August

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

manufacturing autput de¬ 
clined in August far the first 
time in seven mcnths, re¬ 
flecting a sharp fall in pra- 
ductian at auta plants that 
was due mainly ta seasanal 
adjustment prablems. 
Output at manufacturing 
plants fell 0.4 percent in Au¬ 
gust after a 0.7 percent rise 
in July, the Federal Reserve 
reported Monday. 

Total industrial production 
was down O.l percent in 
August, also the first set¬ 
back for the overall figure 
since January. Output was 
up in mining and utility pro¬ 
duction but these gains 
were not enough to offset 
the decline in manufactur¬ 
ing. 


Output of motor vehicles 
and parts dropped 7.6 per¬ 
cent after a 9.3 percent in¬ 
crease in July. The reversal 
was not viewed os worri¬ 
some. 

The July figure was boosted 
because many plants did 
not shut down as they nor¬ 
mally do to retool for new 
models. That made August 
look weaker. 

Economists had been look¬ 
ing for a weaker figure for 
factory output in August 
as auto activity returned 
to more normal levels. The 
fact that there were fewer 
plant shutdowns in July 
made output look stronger 
after the government ad¬ 
justed the figure for normal 
seasonal variations. And 
that seasonal adjustment 
then mode the August fig¬ 


ures look weaker. 

Outside of manufacturing, 
output at utilities rose I per¬ 
cent after a big 2.7 percent 
drop in July which reflected 
cooler-than-normal tem¬ 
peratures that month. Out¬ 
put in mining, a category 
that includes oil and gas 
production, rose 0.5 per¬ 
cent in August after a 0.3 
percent drop in July. 

Paul Dales, senior U.S. econ¬ 
omist at Capital Economics, 
said he was not overly con¬ 
cerned by the dip in indus¬ 
trial production because it 
reflected a temporary sea¬ 
sonal adjustment problem. 
He said gains in a number 
of industries outside of au¬ 
tos “underlines that industry 
remains healthy.” 

A broad increase in man¬ 
ufacturing this year has 


pointed to stronger growth 
across the economy, sug¬ 
gesting that manufacturers 
expect business investment 
and consumer spending 
to improve in the coming 
months. 

A separate report from the 
Institute for Supply Man¬ 
agement showed that U.S. 
manufacturing rose on the 
ISM index to the highest lev¬ 
el in more than three years. 
The ISM manufacturing 
gauge increased to 59, the 
highest point since March 
2011. The index in July stood 
at 57.1. Any reading above 
50 signals that manufactur¬ 
ing is growing. 

Factories are benefiting 
from strong demand for 
aircraft, furniture and steel. 
The boost in manufactur¬ 
ing has helped to offset o 


slowdown in home build¬ 
ing, but U.S. manufacturers 
face challenges in some of 
their major export markets. 
The European economy is 
performing sluggishly while 
slower growth in China has 
weighed on business activ¬ 
ity in that country. 

The U.S. economy grew at 
a 4.2 percent annual rate 
in the April-June quarter, o 
significant rebound from a 
2.1 percent contraction in 
the first quarter that reflect¬ 
ed in part a severe winter 
that disrupted a number of 
activities. 

Economists expect that 
continued gains in employ¬ 
ment will spur consumer 
spending and translate into 
annual growth of around 3 
percent in the second half 
of this yeor.Q 


Speculation swirls over Fed, rate hike

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
When the Federal Reserve 
issues a policy statement 
after it meets this week, the 
financial world will be on 
high alert for two words: 
“Considerable time.” 

The presence or absence 
of that phrase will trigger 
a rush to assess the likely 


timing of the Fed’s first in¬ 
crease in interest rates 
since it cut them to record 
lows in 2008. 

The Fed’s recent state¬ 
ments have said it expects 
to keep its key short-term 
rote near zero for a “con¬ 
siderable time” after it stops 
buying Treasurys and mort¬ 
gage bonds. Those bond 
purchases have been in¬ 


tended to keep long-term 
rates down to support the 
economy. 

But the purchases are set 
to end in November, so 
the Fed may soon see the 
need to use some phras¬ 
ing other than “consider¬ 
able time” to signify when 
it might start raising rates. It 
could sub out that phrase 
in this week’s statement. 
Or it could wait until its next 
meeting in October. 
Whatever the state¬ 
ment says when the Fed’s 
two-day meeting ends 
Wednesday, Chair Janet 
Yellen will be pressed when 
she meets with reporters 
later to clarify the Fed’s in¬ 
tentions. 

Most economists think the 
Fed will raise rotes start¬ 
ing around mid-20l5. But 
as the U.S. economy has 
strengthened, specula¬ 
tion has intensified about 
whether it might do so 
sooner, perhaps by March.

NEW YORK (AP) — Olive 
Garden is defending its 
practice at giving custom¬ 
ers as many breadsticks as 
they want, saying the poli¬ 
cy conveys “Italian gener¬ 
osity.” The remark is part of 
a response by the chain’s 
parent company, Darden 
Restaurants Inc., to a nearly 
300-page criticism released 
by hedge fund Starboard 
Value last week. Starboard 
took Olive Garden and its 
management to task for a 
litany of issues, including its 
liberal distribution of bread- 
sticks, its failure to salt the 
water used to boil its pasta 
and even the length of the 
asparagus it serves. 
Darden’s 24-page response 
doesn’t specifically ad¬ 
dress each of Starboard’s 
criticisms, but states that 
the company is already 
implementing a variety of 
strategies to improve Olive 
Garden’s performance. 
The company says it has in¬ 
troduced new menu items 
to underscore value, for 
instance, and is testing or¬ 
dering technologies using 
table-top tablets. 

Starboard is lobbying to 


gain control of Darden’s 
board of directors at the 
company’s annual meet¬ 
ing Oct. 10. Darden, which 
is based in Orlando, Flori¬ 
da, has struggled to boost 
sales at Olive Garden with 
the growing popularity 


of chains such os Chipo- 
tle, where people feel they 
can get food similar in 
quality to a sit-down restau¬ 
rant for less money. Under 
pressure to boost results, 
Darden recently sold off 
Red Lobster, which was do¬ 
ing even worse than Olive 
Garden. But Starboard and 


others took issue with the 
sale and wanted the com¬ 
pany’s breakup structured 
differently. 

As for its breadsticks. Star¬ 
board said last week that 
Olive Garden was being 
wasteful because serv¬ 


ers weren’t sticking to the 
policy of providing one 
breodstick per customer, 
plus an extra for the table. 
The investor said servers 
lacked “training and disci¬ 
pline” and were bringing 
out too many breadsticks 
at a time, which also led to 
cold breadsticks.□

NEW YORK (AP) — A new 

exhibition is honoring a 
German immigrant who 
has given generations of 
Americans joy, thrills — and 
sometimes nausea. 

William Mangels was a 
mechanical and creative 
genius who enthralled the 
masses with his carousels, 
shooting ranges and rides 
like the Whip and Tickler 
during the early port of 
the 20th century. He’s the 
subject of an exhibition at 
Brooklyn’s historic Green- 
Wood Gemetery where 
he’s buried — just miles 
from Goney Island where 
he lived and worked. 
“William F. Mangels: Amus¬ 
ing the Masses on Coney 
Island and Beyond” runs 
through Oct. 26 at the 
cemetery’s chapel. 

The show’s quaint vintage 
artifacts and carousel mu¬ 
sic easily transport visitors to 
a bygone era when rides 
were simpler but no less 
thrilling. 

From 1890 until his death 
in 1958, Mangels patented 
over 50 inventions, includ¬ 
ing the mechanism that’s 
still used today to get car¬ 
ousel horses jumping up 
and down. He also wrote 
a book about the amuse¬ 
ment pork industry and 
founded the American 
Museum of Public Recre¬ 
ation near his W.F. Mangels 
Company. 

Coney Island’s historic B&B 
Carousell is still thrills visi¬ 
tors at the famous Brooklyn 


amusement pork today. 
“The Mangels factory 
made Coney Island the 
amusement center of the 
universe at the turn of the 
last century, attracting 
craftsman and artisans 
from all over the world,” 
said Charles Denson, exec¬ 
utive director of the Coney 
Island History Project. 

Some of his rides still oper¬ 
ate at amusement parks 
across the country, like 
the B&B Carousell whose 
wooden horses were 
carved by Charles Carm¬ 
el. It returned to Coney Is¬ 
land’s boardwalk otter a $2 
million restoration last year 
as part of the new Steeple¬ 
chase Plaza and revitaliza¬ 
tion of the famous Brooklyn 
playground. 

Other Mangels-built car¬ 
ousels are still in use in New 
York City’s Fresh Meadows 
Park in Queens, Congress 
Park in upstate New York, 
and Portland, Oregon. 
Mangels came to the Unit¬ 
ed States from Germany in 
1883 when he was 16. He 
opened his factory seven 
years later because he 
believed “human beings 
have a natural craving for 
fun.” 

His first invention was the 
Razzle Dazzle, a large 
hand-powered swing. 
Other rides soon followed, 
including the Whip. The 
3-seater cars operate on 
a turn-table platform that 
force the rider to one side 
as the car whips around 
the corner. □

Exhibition looks at genius 
behind carousel invention 
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Kurdish fighters advance 
against IS jihadis in Syria

BEIRUT (AP) — Kurdish fighters captured more than a 
dozen villages from militants of the Islamic State group 
in heavy fghting across northeastern Syria, on activist 
group and a Kurdish offciol said Monday. 

The fghting in the mainly-Kurdish Hassakeh province 
came as diplomats at a Paris conference tried to agree 
on a global strategy to fght the extremist group, which 
has captured large tracts of territory in Iraq and Syria. 
Kurdish fghters have been repelling the advances of 
the Islamic State militants for more than a year in north¬ 
ern Syria. The battle-hardened Kurdish force, known by 
its acronym YPK, has been the most successful at fght¬ 
ing the Islamic State group, which has routed Iraqi and 
Syrian armed forces. 

As Syria’s fractured rebels have fought a two-front war 
against President Bashar Assad’s forces and the Islamic 
State group, Kurdish forces seeking greater autonomy 
hove defended their region against the extremist group, 
occasionally partnering with rebels to beat back the Is¬ 
lamic militants. 

After ignoring the spread of the Islamic State, the Syrian 
military has recently gone on the offensive against the 
extremist group, which has seized at least three army 
bases and killed hundreds of soldiers. 

YPK fghters hove captured some 14 villages around the 
northeastern area of Tol Hamis since the latest round of 
fghting with the Islamic State group began Saturday, 
according to the Rami Abdurrahman of the Britain- 
based Syrian Observatory for Human Rights and Nawaf 
Khalil, a spokesman for Syria’s powerful Kurdish Demo¬ 
cratic Union Party, or PYD, whose members dominate 
the fghting group. 

“We will fght them with all that we have,” Khalil told The 
Associated Press by telephone. “Those (Islamic State) 
can only be deterred by force.” 

President Barack Obama announced last week that 
the United States will ramp up airstrikes and try to build 
an international coalition to degrade and eventually 
destroy the Islamic State group. U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry visited several Arab states, including Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia, in recent days in order to build a co¬ 
alition aimed at beating back the extremist group. 
Spokesman Khalil said the Kurdish fghters were “ready 
to join any political coalition to strike this terrorist group.” 
“We are fghting, on behalf of the world, the terrorism of 
Doesh,” he said, using on Arabic name to refer to the 
group. 

But the Kurdish fghting group is viewed with suspicion 
by the Western-backed Syrian Notional Coalition, which 
says the PYD is linked to Assad’s government. Turkey is 
also wary of the group, which it believes is afflicted to 
the Kurdish PKK movement, which waged a long and 
bloody insurgency in Turkey’s southeast. 

In addition to losing the villages, the Islamic State group 
suffered another blow in the eastern city of Deir el-Zour, 
where the only bridge linking parts of the city held by 
militants with its suburbs was blown up.Q

Mystery airstrikes target Libyan Islamist militias

mere whales. 

But in March, the Interna¬ 
ticnal Ccurt cf Justice ruled 
that Japan’s pregram 
wasn’t scientific as it pre- 
duced little actual research 
and said Japan failed tc 
explain why it needed tc kill 
sc many whales. 

Appreval frem the Inter¬ 


naticnal Whaling Cemmis- 
sion’s scientific cemmittee 
isn’t mandatary, 
but any attempt by Japan 
tc resume whaling in the 
Antarctic after a cne-year 
pause wculd likely face in¬ 
tense scrutiny. 

The nearly 90 IWC-ccuntry 
members are equally di¬ 
vided intc prc-whaling and 
anti-whaling camps, with 
Australia leading the cp- 
pcsiticn tc what they say 
is the killing far ccmmercicl 


purpeses — meat and cil 
prcducticn. 

Japan is expected tc cut¬ 
line a new plan that will 
pledge a reduced number 
and types cf whales it in¬ 
tends tc hunt. 

“The centent cf cur new re¬ 
search pregram will net be 
sc different frem cur past 
research activities, which 
were highly regarded by 
scientists,” said Hideki Mc- 
renuki, a spakesman far the 
Japanese delegaticn. “The 


main purpese was always 
tc achieve sustainable use 
cf whale rescurces.” 

New Zealand plans a draft 
rescluticn at the feur-day 
ccnference that will up¬ 
held the U.N. ccurt’s ruling 
and help ensure that nc 
“illegal permits far scien¬ 
tific whaling” will be issued. 
The Internaticnal Fund far 
Animal Welfare has urged 
anti-whaling ccuntries tc 
suppert the New Zealand 
rescluticn. □ 
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Generation Gap: Younger 
Scots favor independence

GLASGOW, Scotland (AP) — Across Scotland, dinner 
table talk is getting heated as families argue over 
how to vote in Scotland’s independence referen¬ 
dum. A generation gap has opened up, with young¬ 
er voters more inclined to back independence and 
their elders tending to say they want to remain in the 
United Kingdom. 

Support for the status quo is strongest among the 
over-60s, who worry about the consequences that 
breaking free would have on pensions, health care 
and savings; the pra-independence movement is 
largely being driven by under-40s. Neck-and-neck in 
the polls, the rival campaigns have called on core 
supporters to make a last ditch attempt to swing the 
vote by making the debate a family affair. 

The young have been urged to visit parents and 
grandparents to explain why they should support 
separation. 

The No camp has launched a counteroffensive by 
asking seniors to win young hearts and minds with 
their wisdom. 

“I was so proud of my grandpa when he told me he 
was voting Yes that I burst into tears,” said 23-year- 
old Miriam Brett, a campaigner for Generation Yes. 
“A Yes vote means so much to my generation. We 
want to let all our grandparents know that their future 
is secure in our hands, and with a Yes we can build a 
better future for ourselves and for our children." 
Some polls suggest the No camp is trailing in every 
age group except the over-60s. 

Opinion surveys indicate more than 63 percent at 
that age group is expected to vote in favor of the 
union. As older people are more likely to be on the 
electoral roll, there has been a huge drive to get 
younger people engaged in the Yes campaign. 
Interest in the referendum is sky high. A total at 
4,285,323 peaple, ar 97 percent of the voting-age 
population, have registered to vote in the referen¬ 
dum. That’s an increase of 300,000 compared to reg¬ 
istration figures in 2012. 

The turnout for Thursday’s ballot could exceed 85 
percent, compared to the just over 50 percent who 
voted in the last Scottish Parliament elections in 2011, 
and the 63.8 percent who turned out for the 2010 Brit¬ 
ish parliamentary election. 

Many people in the rest of Britain have recently 
awakened to the possibility that Scotland might 
leave. Thousands of Union Jack-waving demonstra¬ 
tors gathered in London’s Trafalgar Square on Mon¬ 
day in a last-minute show of affection for England’s 
northern neighbor. 

Musician Bob Geldof and comedian Eddie Izzard 
were among speakers at a rally that organizer Dan 
Snow said was designed to show “that England 
cares.” 

Among the electorate deciding Scctland’s fate are 
124,000 16- and 17-year-olds who will be voting for 
the first time. Many of these new voters are expected 
tc support independence. But conventional wisdom 
holds that older voters are more likely to actually cast 
their ballots, a factor that could help the anti-inde¬ 
pendence “Better Together” campaign. 

Scottish First Minister Alex Salmond, who leads the pro¬ 
independence forces, described the Generation Yes 
campaign as “inspired” and said young voters now 
have a great excuse to pop around their grandpar¬ 
ents’ house for a traditional Sunday lunch.Q 


New Zealand: 

Kim Dotcom’s party poised to win seats

WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(AP) — At a recent political 
rally in Wellington, indicted 
Internet entrepreneur Kim 
Dotcom jokingly asked 
members of New Zealand’s 
spy agency to raise their 


hands. “Please don’t wor¬ 
ry,” he said, to rising laugh¬ 
ter and applause. “Even 
though we are going to 
shut you down, we will find 
you guys new jobs.” 
Dotcom has been drawing 
large, enthusiastic crowds 
on the campaign trail, even 
as he fights extradition at¬ 
tempts by the U.S. on rack¬ 
eteering charges over his 
now-shuttered file-sharing 
site Megaupload. He can’t 
run for office because he’s 
not a New Zealand citizen, 
but he has poured more 
than 3 million New Zealand 
dollars ($2.44 million) into 
a small party that is on tar¬ 
get to win two or three of 
the 120 seats in Parliament 
when the nation goes to 
the polls Saturday. 

The Internet Mana party is 
attracting younger voters 
by promising to deliver free 
higher education, cut the 
price of Internet access, 
fight mass surveillance, de¬ 
criminalize marijuana and 
protect native dolphins. But 


Dotcom may fall short of 
one of his main goals: get¬ 
ting center-right Prime Min¬ 
ister John Key voted out of 
office. 

Polls indicate that Key re¬ 
mains popular and is likely 
to win a third three-year 
term, though that would 


be in jeopardy if opposition 
parties such as Dotcom’s 
gain more than half the 
parliamentary seats and 
form a coalition. 
Megaupload was a popu¬ 
lar file-hosting site before 
the federal government 
shut it down in 2012. Dot¬ 
com, who spent a month in 
jail in New Zealand before 
being released on bail, has 
since created another ser¬ 
vice called Mega. 

U.S. prosecutors accuse 
Dotcom, 40, of facilitating 
the widespread piracy of 
songs and movies. Dotcom, 
who was born Kim Schmitz 
in Germany, argues that he 
can’t be held responsible 
for those who chose to use 
his site to illegally download 
material. 

On Monday, five days be¬ 
fore the election. Dotcom 
promised a theatrical fi¬ 
nale: an expose on New 
Zealand’s spying activities, 
the truthfulness of Key, and 
“the sordid workings of Hol¬ 
lywood.” He booked Auck¬ 


land’s Town Hall and was 
joined by American jour¬ 
nalist Glenn Greenwald, 
WikiLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange and former National 
Security Agency systems 
analyst turned leaker Ed¬ 
ward Snowden. Assange, 
in London, and Snowden, 


in Russia, appeared via vid¬ 
eo link. 

But while Dotcom said he 
would produce proof that 
Key had misled the public 
about his case, he did not 
mention anything about 
that at the event. 

Key has said Dotcom’s po¬ 
litical aspirations are a cyni¬ 
cal attempt to thwart the 
justice system and avoid 
extradition. A political ap¬ 
pointee, the justice minis¬ 
ter, is required to give final 
approval to any extradition 
proceeding. 

Dotcom says he has not 
become politically active 
for his own sake, but in re¬ 
sponse to the New Zea¬ 
landers who have support¬ 
ed him since his dramatic 
2012 arrest, in which dozens 
of armed officers stormed 
his mansion. 

“Since I’m here anyway, 
and I can’t go anywhere,” 
he said at the Wellington 
rally last month, “I might as 
well use this for something 
to give back.”G

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Venezuela’s newest shortage: breast implants

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuela’s chronic 
shortages have begun to 
encroach on o cultural cor¬ 
nerstone: the boob job. 
Beauty-obsessed Venezu¬ 
elans face a scarcity of 
brand-name breast im¬ 
plants, and women are so 
desperate that they and 
their doctors are turning to 
devices that are the wrong 
size or made in China, with 
less rigorous quality stan¬ 
dards. 

Venezuelans once had 
easy access to implants 
approved by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. 
But doctors soy they are 
now oll-but impossible to 
find because restrictive 
currency controls hove de¬ 
prived local businesses of 


the cosh to import foreign 
goods. It may not be the 
gravest shortfall facing the 
socialist South American 
country, but surgeons say 
the issue cuts to the psyche 
of the image-conscious 
Venezuelan woman. 

“The women are complain¬ 
ing,” said Ramon Zopoto, 
president of the Society 
of Plastic Surgeons. “Ven¬ 
ezuelan women ore very 
concerned with their self¬ 
esteem.” 

Venezuela is thought to 
hove one of the world’s 
highest plastic surgery 
rotes, and the breast im¬ 
plant is the seminal proce¬ 
dure. Doctors performed 
85,000 implants here last 
year, according to the In¬ 
ternational Society of Aes¬ 
thetic Plastic Surgery. Only 
the U.S., Brazil, Mexico and 


Germany — oil with signifi¬ 
cantly larger populations — 
sow more procedures. 
There are no official statis¬ 
tics on how many Venezu¬ 
elans are walking around 
with enhanced busts. But 
o stroll down any Cara¬ 
cas street reveals that the 
augmentations are at least 


more conspicuous here 
than in other surgery-loving 
places. Even the manne¬ 
quins look they’ve gone 
under the knife. 

Until recently, women 
could enter raffles for im¬ 
plants held by pharmacies, 
workplaces and even poli¬ 
ticians on the campaign 
trail. During this spring’s 
anti-government street 
demonstrations, the occa¬ 
sional sign protesting the ris¬ 
ing price of breast implants 
mixed in with posters railing 
against food shortages and 
currency devaluation. 

“It’s a culture of ‘I want to 
be more beautiful than 
you.’ That’s why even peo¬ 
ple who live in the slums get 
implants,” surgeon Daniel 
Slobodianik said, fiddling 
with an FDA-approved 


pouch of saline solution no 
longer on sole here. 
Slobodianik used to per¬ 
form several breast im¬ 
plants each week, but now 
performs closer to two a 
month, tte soys women coll 
his office every day asking if 
he the implant size they’re 
looking for. When they 


can’t find it, they choose o 
second-best option, almost 
always o size up. 

No one is giving the frus¬ 
trated women much sym¬ 
pathy, especially not the 
government. The consum¬ 
erism of plastic surgery has 
always jibed awkwardly 
with the rhetoric of social¬ 
ist revolution. The late Presi¬ 
dent ttugo Chavez called 
the country’s plastic surgery 
fixation “monstrous,” and 
railed against the practice 
of giving implants to girls on 
their 15th birthdays. 

On social media, some 
Venezuelans take a judg¬ 
mental tone, saying the 
panic over implants shows 
the real shortage here is 
values. Others joke that 
the scarcity will force Ven¬ 
ezuelan women to start de¬ 


veloping their personalities, 
using a Twitter hashtog that 
riffs on the Colombian tele- 
novelo “Sin Tetas, No Floy 
Poraiso” (“Without Boobs, 
There’s No Paradise”). 

In the absence of U.S. 
brands, plastic surgery has 
become an area domi¬ 
nated by Venezuela’s chief 
trading partner, Chino, 
whose goods ore often giv¬ 
en priority for import over 
those from other countries. 
They’re also o lot cheaper. 
While o pair of implants ap¬ 
proved by European regu¬ 
lators con cost os much os 
$600 — about the some 
os the annual minimum 
wage here — the Chinese 
equivalent goes for a third 
of that. Some Venezuelan 
doctors refuse to use the 
Chinese devices, which are 
not subjected to random 
government inspections or 
clinical studies. 

“I’m not saying they’re not 
safe, but I’ve removed 
more than o few ruptured 
Chinese implants. I just 
don’t feel comfortable with 
them,” Slobodianik said. 
April Lee, on analyst at 
the Massachusetts-based 
health core research com¬ 
pany Decision Resources 
Group, said the medical 
community frowns on the 
use of non-FDA-opproved 
implants. 

Unable to find the devices 
in doctors’ offices, some 
women ore turning to the 
Venezuelan equivalent 
of the bartering website 
Croigslist, where sellers post 
pictures of block market 
implants of unknown origin 
sitting in sealed packages 
on kitchen tables, com¬ 
plete with stories of spouses 
who changed their minds 
and reassurances that the 
pouches remain sterile. 

It’s not just women look¬ 
ing for o more attention- 
getting silhouette who 
ore struggling; some pa¬ 
tients ore in urgent medi- 
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Breast implant patients sit in a waiting room at the metropolitan 
outpatient surgery center in Caracas, Venezuela.

EDEN PRAIRIE, Minnesota 
(AP) — The Minnesota 
Vikings reinstated star 
running back Adrian 
Peterson on Monday, three 
days after benching him 
because he was facing 
a child-abuse charge 
in Texas for using a tree 
branch to spank his 4-year- 
old son. 

Vikings owners Zygi and 
Mark Wilt said the decision 
to bring back Peterson for 
practices and Sunday’s 
game at New Orleans was 
made “after significant 
thought, discussion and 
consideration.” Peterson 
was deactivated for 
Sunday’s 30-7 loss to the 
New England Patriots 
after he was charged with 
striking his 4-year-old son 
with a tree branch this 
summer. 

The Wilts say they want to 
let the legal process play 
out before making any 


more definitive decisions 
on Peterson’s future with 
the team. 

“As evidenced by our 
decision to deactivate 
Adrian from yesterday’s 
game, this is clearly a 
very important issue,” the 
owners said. “On Friday, 
we felt it was in the best 
interests of the organization 
to step back, evaluate 
the situation, and not rush 
to judgment given the 
seriousness of this matter. 
At that time, we made the 
decision that we felt was 
best for the Vikings and all 
parties involved. 

“To be clear, we take 
very seriously any matter 
that involves the welfare 
of a child. At this time, 
however, we believe this 
is a matter of due process 
and we should allow the 
legal system to proceed 
so we can come to the 
most effective conclusions 
and then determine the 
appropriate course of 


action. This is a difficult 
path to navigate, and our 
focus is on doing the right 
thing. Currently we believe 
we are at a juncture where 
the most appropriate next 
step is to allow the judicial 
process to move forward.” 
Peterson’s attorney issued a 


statement on Friday saying 
his client acknowledged 
striking his son as a form of 
discipline similar to what 
Peterson endured as a 
young boy growing up in 
Palestine, Texas, tte said 
Peterson was cooperating 
with the investigation and 


did not mean to inflict any 
harm on his son. 

Flours later, the Vikings 
decided not to play 
Peterson against the 
Patriots, moving swiftly 
after a week in which the 
NFL came under heavy 
scrutiny for its handling of 
a domestic violence case 
involving former Baltimore 
Ravens running back Ray 
Rice. 

But unlike a previous 
case involving former 
cornerback Chris Cook, 
the Vikings have decided 
to allow Peterson to return 
to the field while the legal 
process unfolds. 

In 2011, the Vikings 
suspended cornerback 
Chris Cook with pay 
after he was arrested for 
allegedly assaulting his 
girlfriend and barred him 
from all team activities 
while his trial played out. 
Cook wound up missing 10 
games and was eventually 
acquitted. □

The Americans hod 
embarrassed themselves 
at home in the 2002 world 
championship, and when 
they haphazardly put to¬ 
gether their team for the 
2004 Olympics, nobody 
should hove been sur¬ 
prised if they lost. 

That’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened. Puerto Rico blew 
them out 92-73 in their 
opener. 


Now the Americans run 
perhaps the most stable 
program in the world, 
gold medalists at both the 
men’s and women’s, senior 
and junior levels. Yet Mike 
Krzyzewski will prepare os 
if their opener in Rio de Ja¬ 
neiro is os uncertain os the 
one in Athens. 

“I think we con lose our next 
gome,” Krzyzewski said. “I 
mean, that’s the way we 
prepare because we know 
how good everyone is.” 

The Americans ore the 
best, proving that again 
with a 129-92 victory over 
Serbia on Sunday to win 
the Basketball World Cup. 
That gave the U.S. consec¬ 
utive world titles to go with 
its back-to-back Olympic 
gold medals. The Ameri¬ 
cans hove won with pow¬ 
erhouse rosters in the Olym¬ 
pics and beatable ones in 
the worlds, and they could 
go to Brazil with their best 
one yet. 

LeBron James, Cormelo 
Anthony and Chris Paul 
would be welcomed bock 
if they wont a shot at a 
third straight Olympic gold. 
Kevin Durant and Kevin 
Love might wont to return 
otter pulling out this sum¬ 
mer. And there ore plenty 
of guys on this year’s team 
who showed they will earn 
consideration, from tourna¬ 
ment MVP Kyrie Irving and 
fellow guards James Hard¬ 
en, Stephen Curry and Kloy 
Thompson, to forwards An¬ 
thony Davis and Kenneth 
Foried. 

And don’t forget how 
much better Derrick Rose 
could be in two years otter 
struggling during this tour¬ 
nament in his return otter 
missing most of the lost two 
seasons following two knee 
operations. 

If nobody could beat a de¬ 
pleted U.S. team this sum¬ 
mer, how could anyone 
touch that team in 2016? 

“If we come bock with a 
lock of focus,” Curry said. 
“We can’t take anything 
for granted. 

This is big-time competition, 
teams recharge and refuel 
in these two years and get 
ready for the Olympics. So 
if we — whatever group 


suits up and flies down to 
Brazil for the Olympics — if 
we’re not prepared with 
the some mentality that we 
hod here and Istanbul and 
London and Beijing, we’re 
capable of being beaten. 
So we hove to come with 
that some focus and en¬ 
ergy that we did and keep 
this dominance going.” 

This was supposed to be 
the summer where it could 
end. Spain hod nearly 
beaten stronger U.S. teams 
in the lost two Olympic 
gold-medal gomes, and 
this time would hove home- 
court advantage and a 
roster of all the players it 
wanted while the Ameri¬ 
cans would settle for who¬ 
ever would come. 

Another matchup in the 
gold-medal gome was 
widely expected until 
France stunned the Span¬ 
iards in the quarterfinals. 
“Spain’s a magnificent pro¬ 
gram, a magnificent team, 
and it just takes one bod 
day. 

One bod day. And so 
what we’re trying to do is 
moke sure we don’t hove 
bod days,” Krzyzewski said. 
“And so for it’s worked out.” 
The Americans hove hod 
only one under Krzyzewski 
and USA Basketball chair¬ 
man Jerry Colongelo, a loss 
to Greece in the semifinals 
of the 2006 world cham¬ 
pionship, their first tourna¬ 
ment. 

The U.S. always hod the 
best possible talent, even 
when it was losing six times 
between 2002 and ‘04. 
Now the Americans may 
also hove the best leader¬ 
ship and infrastructure, and 
it’s mode the gap with the 
rest of the world seem larg¬ 
er than ever. 

There will be 11 spots open 
in 2016, assuming Colon- 
gelo sticks to his previous 
plan to save a spot for Paul 
George, who broke his 
right leg during training for 
this tournament. It’s hard to 
envision any challenger to 
whatever team is picked, 
with Spain and Argentina 
getting old, and Serbia 
and Lithuania maybe a lit¬ 
tle young.

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‘AAinecraft’ could boost Microsoft’s mobile reach

NEW YORK (AP) — Micro¬ 
soft’s decision to spend 
$2.5 billion for the creator 
of the hit gome “Mine- 
croft” could help the Xbox 
maker grab attention on 
mobile phones, a new pri¬ 
ority for the company. 

But the move carries risks, 
as gamers can be tickle. 
Although the Lego-like 
multiplayer game is cur¬ 
rently the top paid app for 
the iPhone and Android 
devices in the U.S., today’s 
popular hit could be to¬ 
morrow’s dud. The maker 
of the much obsessed-over 
“Candy Crush Saga,” for 
example, rode the game’s 
popularity to go public this 
year, only to see its stock 
falter. 

In addition, the founders of 
Mojang, the Swedish com¬ 
pany behind “Minecraft,” 
aren’t staying with Micro¬ 
soft. That could raise ques¬ 
tions about Mojang’s abili¬ 
ty to create another big hit. 
Then again, a big hit was 
not what co-founder 
Markus “Notch” Persson 
was after when he created 
the game, according to 
a blog post Monday from 
Mojang and a note from 
Persson himself on his web¬ 
site. 

“It certainly seems like the 
founders of ‘Minecraft’ 
didn’t want to continue 
forward,” Gartner ana¬ 
lyst Brian Blau said. “It was 
something too big for 
them. ‘Minecraft’ is best 
in the hands of somebody 
who can take it in the di¬ 
rection it needs to go for 
the user.” 

Microsoft has made mo¬ 
bile phones and Internet 
services priorities for the 
company as its traditional 
businesses — Windows and 
Office software installed on 
desktops — slow down or 
decline. With “Minecraft,” 
Blau said, Microsoft gains 
a new type of customer — 
mobile players. 

“’Minecraft’ is very popu¬ 
lar on mobile,” Blau said. 
“It has an audience that 
wouldn’t necessarily think 
of Microsoft first. The mobile 
audience is typically Apple 
and Samsung.” 

“Minecraft” is an “open 


world” game in gamer 
lingo, meaning it has no 
plot or outlined objectives. 
Players can explore and 
create virtual worlds built 
from blocky 3-D objects 
— thus the frequent Lego 
comparisons. 

“It can also be about ad¬ 
venturing with friends or

The acquisition will help Mi¬ 
crosoft expand its gaming 
division. Besides “Halo,” it 
includes the “Forza” racing 
game. In a statement, Mi¬ 
crosoft CEO Satya Nadella 
said that with “Minecraft,” 
Microsoft is getting “an 
open world platform, driv¬ 
en by a vibrant commu¬ 
nity we care deeply about, 
and rich with new oppor¬ 
tunities for that community 
and for Microsoft.” 

Blau said it helps that Mi¬ 
crosoft knows games. 

“It’s got the Xbox,” he 
said. “So overall ... it’s a 
good move and a good 
fit because they have 
experience in the game 
industry.”G

Heineken rejects SABMiller takeover 

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Family-controlled brewer Heinek¬ 
en soys it has rejected a takeover bid by rival SABMill¬ 
er. In a statement issued late Sunday night, the Dutch 
brewer said the Heineken family informed SABMiller 
it intends “to preserve the heritage and identity of 
Heineken as an independent company.” 

Heineken did not release any details of the SABMiller 
bid. Heineken is the world’s third largest brewer while 
SABMiller, producer of brands including Miller Genu¬ 
ine Draft and Grolsch, is the second largest. Anheus¬ 
er-Busch InBev, famous for its Budweiser and Corona 
brands, is the world’s largest brewer. In February, 
Heineken reported a 52 percent fall in net profit for 
2013, to 1.36 billion euros from 2012, when it booked a 
one-time gain of 1.49 billion euros on its Asian Pacific 
Breweries business. □ 

Danaher to buy Nobel Biocare for $2B 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Donoher is buying Switzerland’s 
Nobel Biocare for about $2.2 billion in cosh os the 
healthcare and industrial company pushes for market 
shore in the global dental sector. Danaher, on industri¬ 
al and medical equipment maker, will start an all-cash 
tender offer of 17.10 Swiss francs ($18.27) for each No¬ 
bel Bicare share. Nobel Biocare Holding AG had rev¬ 
enue of approximately $750 million last year. It will join 
Washington-based Danaher Corp.’s dental unit. The 
acquisition is subject to customary conditions includ¬ 
ing the tender of 67 percent of outstanding shares in 
the offer, regulatory approvals and the absence of 
material adverse change for Nobel Biocare. The deal 
is expected to be completed later this year or in early 
2015. □ 

Cognizant is buying TriZetto for $2.7B 

TEANECK, N.J. (AP) — Cognizant will buy the health 
care software company TriZetto for $2.7 billion in cash. 
Privately held TriZetto Corp. is based in Englewood, 
Colorado. The company and its 3,700 workers will join 
Cognizant’s existing health care information technol¬ 
ogy business, the company said Monday. The informa¬ 
tion technology consulting and outsourcing company 
is expecting the acquisition to significantly accelerate 
its market position. Health care currently makes up 
about 26 percent of Cognizant’s revenue. Company 
President Gordon Coburn said that the deal will pro¬ 
vide an opportunity to integrate across traditional IT 
services; high-growth businesses such as management 
consulting, business process services and IT services 
and emerging delivery models. □ 

Danish TDC to buy Get for $2.2 billion 

HELSINKI (AP) — Danish TDC telecom group says it 
plans to acquire Norway’s leading cable TV company 
Get AS, in a deal valued at 13.8 billion kroner ($2.2 bil¬ 
lion). TDC says the transaction would provide “consid¬ 
erable synergy opportunities” and will make it Scan¬ 
dinavia’s largest communication and home enter¬ 
tainment company with some 1.7 million households 
in Denmark and Norway. TDC has around 1.2 million 
TV customers of whom about 500,000 are also broad¬ 
band customers, while Get serves 500,000 households 
and businesses in Norway. TDC said Monday that Get 
has delivered double-digit percentage growth almost 
every year since 2000 and is one of “the most inno¬ 
vative and profitable” cable TV companies in Europe. 
The transaction, expected to close by the end of the 
year, is subject to approval by Norway’s competition 
authorities.□ 


Stocks end mixed ahead of Fed

NEW YORK (AP) — Investors 
played it safe on Monday 
ahead of a potentially piv¬ 
otal Federal Reserve meet¬ 
ing. While large company 
stocks ended the day little 
changed, smaller, riskier 
stocks slumped. 

Fed policy makers start a 
two-day meeting on Tues¬ 
day and many investors 
expect the central bank 
to indicate that it is moving 
closer to raising its key in¬ 
terest rate as the economy 
continues to strengthen. 
The Fed has held the rate 
close to zero for more than 
five years, and stocks have 
surged against that back¬ 
drop. 

“Reading the tea leaves, 
it seems that investors are 
trying to position them¬ 
selves for a more aggres¬ 
sive Fed,” said Jack Ablin, 
chief investment officer at 
BMC Private Bank. 

The Dow Jones industrial 


average rose 43.63 points, 
or 0.3 percent, to 17,031.14. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index dropped 1.41, or 0.1 
percent, to 1,984.13. The 
Nasdaq composite fell 
48.70 points, or 1.1 percent, 
to 4,518.90. 

The Russell 2000 index, an 
index of small company 
stocks, slipped 14.09 points, 
or 1.2 percent, to 1,146.52. 
Among individual stocks, 
Molson Coors was the big¬ 
gest gainer in the S&P 500. 
The brewer’s stock rose 
$4.20, or 5.8 percent, to 


$76, after touching an all- 
time high. The brewer’s 
stock jumped on merger 
news in the beer industry. 
Heineken said late Sun¬ 
day that it has rejected a 
takeover bid by rival SAB¬ 
Miller, the world’s second- 
largest brewer. Reports 
said that SABMiller tried to 
buy Heineken as a defense 
against an acquisition bid 
from Anheuser-Busch In¬ 
Bev, the industry leader. 
The news on the economy 
on Monday was mixed. 

U.S. manufacturing output 
declined in August for the 
first time in seven months, 
reflecting a sharp fall in 
production at auto plants. 
Output at manufacturing 
plants fell 0.4 percent in 
August after a 0.7 percent 
rise in July, the Federal Re¬ 
serve reported. 

On the other hand, a 
gauge of manufacturing in 
New York state jumped to 
27.5 in August from 14.7 in 
July. 


Some strategists say that in¬ 
vestors shouldn’t focus too 
much about the upcom¬ 
ing Fed meeting, because 
policy makers will keep 
rates low until they are con¬ 
vinced that the economic 
recovery is entrenched. 
Any sell-off caused by Fed 
worries may even present 
investors with a buying op¬ 
portunity, said Robert Pav¬ 
lik, chief market strategist 
at Banyan Partners. 

“It’s not going to be the 
first time that interest rates 
have moved up, and 


it hasn’t stagnated the 
economy,” said Pavlik. 
“The market does well if in¬ 
terest rates move up grad¬ 
ually.” 

In government bond trad¬ 
ing, prices rose. The yield on 
the 10-year Treasury note, 
which falls when prices rise, 
dropped to 2.59 percent 
from 2.61 percent late Fri¬ 
day, when it reached a 
two-month high. 

Another big event that 
traders are watching this 
week is Thursday’s inde¬ 
pendence referendum 
in Scotland. With opinion 
polls showing the vote too 
close to call, there’s poten¬ 
tial for some sizeable move 
in U.K. markets. The pound 
has turned volatile in re¬ 
cent weeks as opinion polls 
have narrowed. On Mon¬ 
day, the pound was 0.2 
percent lower at $1.6231. 

In other currency trading, 
the dollar gained against 
the euro, but fell against 
the Japanese yen. The dol¬ 


lar rose 0.2 percent to $1.29 
per euro. It fell 0.1 percent 
to 107.2 against the yen. 

Oil reversed an early de¬ 
cline and finished with a 
gain amid forecasts that 
the latest Energy Depart¬ 
ment report on U.S. oil sup¬ 
plies, due Wednesday, will 
show a decline. Bench¬ 
mark U.S. crude oil rose 65 
cents to $92.92 a barrel. 
Brent crude, a benchmark 
for international crude oils 
imported by many U.S. re¬ 
fineries, slipped 2 cents to 
$96.65.a

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Apple: Record 4M orders of iPhones on 1st day 


NEW YORK (AP) — Apple 
had more than 4 million 
advance orders of its new, 
larger iPhones in the first 24 
hours, exceeding its initial 
supply, the company said 
Monday.

Last year, Apple sold 9 mil¬ 
lion iPhone 5s and iPhone 
5c phones in the first three 
days they were on sale, but 
the company didn't say 
how many came in the first 
24 hours of advance orders. 
The iPhone 5,5s and 5c have 
screens measuring 4 inches 
diagonally. The iPhone 6 is 
4.7 inches, and the iPhone 6 
Plus is 5.5 inches. 

Besides larger screens, the 


new phones announced 
last week offer faster per¬ 
formance and a wireless 
chip for making credit card 
payments at retail stores 
by holding the phone near 
the payment terminal. The 
phones start at $199 with a 
two-year service contact. 
The new phones will initially 
be available in the U.S., 
Australia, Canada, France, 
Germany, Hong Kong, Ja¬ 
pan, Puerto Rico, Singapore 


and the U.K. Availability will 
expand to more than 20 
additional countries a week 
later. 

A free update to Apple's 
iOS software for mobile de¬ 
vices will be available to ex¬ 
isting users on Wednesday. 
The new phones will come 
with the update, known as 
iOS 8. 

Apple's stock rose 30 cents 
to $101.96 in midday trad¬

Alibaba found a more re¬ 
ceptive welcome in the 
United States, where it's 
common for big compa¬ 
nies including tech giants 
such as Facebook, Google 
and Linkedin to have dual¬ 
class share structures that 
empower one shareholder 
or a group of shareholders 
over others.

With job growth solid, man¬ 
ufacturing and construc- 
tian grawing and unem- 
playment at a near-normal 
6.1 percent, many analysts 
think the Fed is edging 
closer to a rate increase ta 
prevent a rising ecanamy 
from igniting inflation. If so, 
it might send such a signal 
by dropping “consider¬ 
able time" and substituting 
other language to suggest 
a likely rate hike by early 
2015. 

On the other hand, the Fed 
could drop “considerable 
time” but substitute vagu¬ 
er language suggesting it 
might wait longer to raise 
rates than many expect. 
Yellen has cautioned that 
the drop in unemployment 
may overstate the job mar¬ 
ket’s improvement. She 
has said the Fed also takes 
into account the number 
of people unemployed for 
more than six manths; the 
number of part-timers wha 
want full-time work; and 
average wages. Those 
measures remain less than 
healthy. 

Whatever the Fed’s inten- 
tians, same econamists 
think it will make no major 
changes in its policy state¬ 
ment for now. 

“All the trend lines for 
the economy look pretty 
good right now,” said Mark 
Zandi, chief economist of 
Moody’s Analytics. “I don’t 
think the Fed wants to up¬ 
set the apple cart.” 

Over the past several 
years, the Fed’s ultra-low 
rates have helped the 
ecanamy, cheered the 
stack market and shrunk 
mortgage rates. A rate in¬ 
crease could threaten ta 
reverse these trends. 

In August, U.S. emplayers 
added just 142,000 jabs, 
well belaw the 212,000 av¬ 
erage at the previous 12 
months. The slowdown was 
seen as likely temporary. 
But some analysts say it 
underscored that the eco¬ 
nomic outlook may remain 
too hazy for the Fed to sig¬ 
nal an earlier-than-expect- 
ed rate hike. 

The Fed was reminded last 
year that markets are high¬ 
ly sensitive to signals about 
the end of a prolonged 
period of low rates. In June 


2013, when Chairman Ben 
Bernanke suggested that 
the Fed might start slowing 
its bond purchases before 
year’s end, the stock mar¬ 
ket plunged over two days. 
And bond rates headed 
up, slowing the housing 
recovery and jolting devel¬ 
oping countries that had 
benefited from ultra-low 
U.S. rates. 

“The adverse market re¬ 
action last year really did 
scare the Fed,” said Di¬ 
ane Swonk, chief eccno- 
mist at Mesiraw Financial. 
“For that reason, they are 
treading cautiously now.” 
Those who think the Fed will 
modify the “considerable 
time” language this week 
point to recent comments 
from some officials. Far 
example, Charles Plosser, 
president of the Fed’s Phil¬ 
adelphia regional bank, 
dissented at the last Fed 
meeting in July because 
he opposed the continued 
use of the “considerable 
time” phrase, tte said it 
didn’t reflect progress the 
economy has made to¬ 
ward the Fed’s goals. 
Plosser is among the Fed’s 
“hawks” — those who wor¬ 
ry that super-low rates will 
stoke inflation or fuel asset 
bubbles. 

With same hawks as well 
as daves expressing un¬ 
ease abaut the Fed’s use 
at “considerable time,” 
same analysts say the Fed 
could tweak the language 
this week even at the risk of 
jolting markets. 

“The Fed has been a ma¬ 
jor player in supparting the 
rise in the stock market, 
and that makes the mar¬ 
kets highly sensitive,” said 
David Jones, the author of 
a new history of the Fed. 
“But if the Fed doesn’t start 
to signal the coming end 
of extremely low rates, the 
markets will keep rallying 
and the correction will be 
even sharper when it does 
come.” Jones expects the 
Fed to drop the “consider¬ 
able time” language. He 
also thinks it will modify its 
statement’s reference tc 
“significant underutiliza¬ 
tion of labor resources” to 
note the strengthening job 
market. He expects the first 
rate increase by March. 

But David Wyss, a former 
Fed economist who teach¬ 
es at Brown University, said 
he still foresees June as the 
most likely time.Q

Study: Leaky wells, not fracking, taint water

WASHiNGTON (AP) — The 

drilling procedure called 
fracking didn’t cause 
much-publicized cases 
of tainted groundwater 
in areas of the states of 
Pennsylvania and Texas, a 
new study finds. Instead, it 
blames the contamination 
on problems in pipes and 
seals in natural gas wells. 
After looking at dozens of 
cases of suspected con¬ 
tamination, the scientists 
focused on eight hydrau¬ 
lically fractured wells in 
those states, where they 
chemically linked the taint¬ 
ed water to the gas wells. 
They then used chemical 
analysis to figure out when 
in the process of gas ex¬ 
traction methane leaked 
into groundwater. 

“We found the evidence 
suggested that fracking 
was not to blame, that it 
was actually a well integrity 
issue,” said Ohio State Uni¬ 
versity geochemist Thomas 
Darrah, lead author of the 
study. He said those results 
are good news because 
that type of contamination 
problem is easier to fix and 
is more preventable. 

The work was released 
Monday by The Proceed¬ 
ings of the National Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences. 

In fracking, highly pressur¬ 
ized chemicals and water 
are pumped deep under¬ 
ground to break shale and 
release natural gas for har¬ 
vesting. 

The fracking process has 
become highly charged. 
It started a boom of natu¬ 
ral gas drilling and with it, 
an initial surge of reports of 
water contamination near¬ 
by. People started pointing 
fingers at the fracking pro¬ 
cess, thinking that the frac¬ 


turing allowed methane to 
travel up, outside the pipes, 
into water supplies. 

In at least two cases around 
one well in Texas, scien¬ 
tists saw people’s homes 
have their water supplies 
go from clean to contami¬ 
nated during the year of 
study, with methane levels 
jumping ten-fold, said Stan¬ 
ford University environmen¬ 
tal sciences professor Rob 
Jackson, co-author of the 
study. Methane while not 
particularly toxic is explo¬ 
sive and a potent green¬ 
house gas. 

“I don’t think homeowners 
care what step in the pro¬ 
cess the water contamina¬ 
tion comes,” Jackson said. 
“They just care that their 
lives have changed be¬ 
cause drilling has moved 
next door.” 

The scientists reached their 
conclusions by chemi¬ 


cally analyzing methane 
and other chemicals in 
the groundwater. That let 
them link the contamina¬ 
tion to particular wells, and 
then to discover what part 
of the drilling process was 
responsible. For example, 
they studied the precise 
proportions of methane, 
helium, neon and argon. 
Those proportions pointed 
to leaky pipes and seals, 
because the results would

On Monday, the space 
agency’s inspector gen¬ 
eral released a report 
blasting NASA’s Near Earth 
Objects program, which is 
meant to hunt and cata¬ 
log comets, asteroids and 
relatively large fragments 
of these objects that pass 
within 28 million miles (45 
million kilometers) of Earth. 
The purpose is to protect 
the planet against their po¬ 
tential dangers. 

Most near-Earth objects 


have been different if the 
contamination had come 
from fracking. 

Since the fracking boom 
started in Pennsylvania in 
2008, the state has identi¬ 
fied 243 cases of private 
water supply contamina¬ 
tion “impacted by oil and 
gas activities.”

Jackson and colleagues 
have been studying wa- 


harmlessly disintegrate be¬ 
fore reaching Earth’s sur¬ 
face. But there are excep¬ 
tions, like the nearly 60-foot 
meteor that exploded over 
Russia in 2013, causing con¬ 
siderable damage. 

In a 44-page report. In¬ 
spector General Paul Mar¬ 
tin said the Near Earth Ob¬ 
jects program needs to be 
better organized and man¬ 
aged, with a bigger staff. 
NASA’s science mission 
chief, former astronaut 
John Grunsfeld, agreed 
and promised the prob¬ 
lems will be fixed. 

For nearly a decade, the re¬ 
port noted, NASA has been 
tracking near-Earth objects 
bigger than 460 feet (140 


ter contamination around 
natural gas wells for years 
and for this study they 
didn’t chose a random 
sample, but aimed at ar¬ 
eas that seemed to have 
most complaints of con¬ 
tamination.

Terry Engelder, a professor 
of geosciences at Pennsyl¬ 
vania State University who 
wasn’t part of the study, 
praised it, saying “focusing 
on track fluids at depth is 
not the real problem.” 

The problem of leaky wells 
is one the gas industry has 
known about for decades, 
Darrah said. That includes 
the pipes the gas flow 
through and the cement 
that encases the pipes, 
keeping it from escaping. 

It is possible the high pres¬ 
sure of fracking or the 
bends in unconventional 
wells cauld lead to prob¬ 
lems with the well’s piping, 
but there’s no evidence 
yet proving that, Jackson 
said. Another issue could 
be the hurry drillers are in 
during a boom, leading to 
poor quality wells, he said.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — It 

didn’t take the Roy Rice 
elevator video to get Kerry 
Washington talking about 
domestic violence. 

In fact, it was the day be¬ 
fore news outlets were 
looping security camera 
images of the NFL running 
bock punching out his 
then-fioncee Jonoy Palmer 
that the “Scandal” actress 
was filming a public service 
announcement about a 
rarely discussed compo¬ 
nent of domestic violence 
known os fnonciol abuse. 
“For many, many of those 
coses — 98 percent of 
those coses — the fnon- 
ciol abuse is what keeps a 
woman trapped,” Wash¬ 
ington said. “Not being 
able to control your financ¬ 
es, destroying a woman’s 
credit, jeopardizing her 
job.” 

In her PSA, Washington 
soys “one in four women 
will be a victim of domestic 
violence. Finances ore al¬ 
most always a weapon of 
choice.” 

Washington rarely talks to 
reporters about anything 
outside of her work. She 
keeps her private life so 
private that many in Hol¬ 
lywood were surprised by 


the news in June 2013 that 
she hod married former NFL 
cornerbock Nnomdi Aso- 
mugho, with whom Wash¬ 
ington welcomed their first 
child, daughter Isabelle 
Amorochi, in April. 
Washington said she’s tak¬ 
en guidance in her new 
role os working mother 
from her own mom, os well 
os another working mother: 
“Scandal” creator Shondo 
Rhimes. 

“I hove really amazing role 
models and she-roes who 
hove found ways to bal¬ 
ance work and home life, 
and so I am just looking to 
them and trying to live in 
the amazing abundance 
of blessings that I hove in 
my life right now,” Washing¬ 
ton said. 

“Scandal,” for which Wash¬ 
ington has earned two 
Emmy nominations, returns 
for a fourth season Sept. 25, 
and Washington promised 
season-three cliffhong- 
ers would be quickly ad¬ 
dressed. When lost we sow 
her character, Capitol Hill 
fixer Olivia Pope, she was 
leaving on a jet plane for 
points unknown. 

“I con tell you (that) you will 
find out where that plane is 
going,” Washington teased 
at lost month’s Emmy 
Awards. “ And I con tell you 


there’s going to be a lot 
of (actress Darby Stonch- 
field’s character) Abby this 
season. I’ve heard it’s been 
called, ‘The Year of Abby.’” 
One of Olivia’s so-called 
“gladiators,” Abby is a vic¬ 
tim of domestic violence. 
“Darby Stonchfield and I, 
os actors, talk a lot about, 
‘What was that like when 
Olivia stepped in and 
took a tire iron to some 
guy’s knee to save her girl¬ 
friend?”’ Washington not¬ 
ed. “’What were the stakes 
that would moke her do 
something like that?”’ 

That “Scandal” storyline 
has resonated with many 
viewers, Washington said. 
“Women watch that (Ab- 
by’s story) and soy to Darby 
when they see her in pub¬ 
lic, ‘I’m so glad to know 
that you guys aren’t shying 
away from that issue.’” 
Washington was asked to 
do the domestic abuse 
PSA by The Allstate Foun¬ 
dation, which hod already 
put into motion on initiative 
called “Purple Purse,” to 
raise awareness of domes¬ 
tic abuse involving money. 
Washington said the facts 
and figures presented were 
such eye openers that she 
immediately agreed to 
serve os the campaign’s 
spokeswoman.□

since the late 1970s con¬ 
version to Islam that put his 
music career on the shelf 
for a quarter-century.

Stevens 
said he frequently gets 
feedback on Focebook 
asking him to perform more 
and that it mokes him feel

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
amassing a private collec¬ 
tion of African-American 
Art aver four decades. Bill 
Cosby and his wife Camille 
plan to showcase their 
holdings for the first time in 
an exhibition planned at 
the Smithsonian Institution. 
Cosby, 77, is a comedian, 
actor and author best 
known for the smash hit TV 
show he crafted, “The Cos¬ 
by Show,” which aired on 
NBC television from 1984 to 
1992. The groundbreaking 
show featured a success¬ 
ful black family. He later 
starred in a CBS sitcom and 
is now in talks with NBC for 
a new extended-family 
sitcom with Cosby as the 
patriarch. The new project 
could air in 2015. 



The collection, which will 
be loaned to the museum, 
includes works by such 
leading African-American 
artists as Beauford Del¬ 
aney, Faith Ringgold, Ja¬ 
cob Lawrence, Augusta 
Savage and Henry Cssa- 
wa Tanner. The Cosby col¬ 
lection of more than 300 
African-American paint¬ 
ings, prints, sculptures and 
drawings has never been 
loaned or seen publicly, 
except for one work of art. 
“It’s so important to show 
art by African-American 
artists in this exhibition,” 
Cosby said in a written 
statement. “To me, it’s a 
way for people to see what 
exists and to give voice to 
many of these artists who 
were silenced for so long, 
some of whom will speak 
no more.” □

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NFL Stands By Its Leader 



Obama's Strategy for IS Isn't All About Us

In 2006, the year that Roger 
Goodell was named commis¬ 
sioner ot the NFL, the Washington 
Redskins were the most valuable 
team in tootball, according to 
Forbes magazine, with a valua¬ 
tion of $1.4 billion. Washington’s 
revenue that year was $303 mil¬ 
lion, with profits of more than 
$108 million. In second place 
came the New England Patriots, 
valued by Forbes at $1.18 billion, 
followed by the Dallas Cowboys 
at $1.17 billion. 

Fast forward to Forbes' most re¬ 
cent financial analysis of NFL 
teams, published earlier this 
month. Today, the Cowboys, the 
No. 1 team, are valued at $3.2 
billion, almost triple their valua¬ 
tion of just eight years ago, with 
revenue of $560 million and prof¬ 
its of $246 million. The Patriots, 
meanwhile, saw their valuation 
jump to $2.6 billion. The Wash¬ 
ington team, though now in third 
place, is still worth $1 billion more 
than it was in 2006. 

And these numbers are, if any¬ 
thing, an understatement: The 
Buffalo Bills were just sold for $1.4 
billion, a record price for a pro¬ 
fessional football team. Forbes 
had estimated the Bills' value at 
“only” $935 million. 

If you want to understand why 
Coodell's job is almost certainly 
safe, despite his complete botch 
of the Ray Rice domestic vio¬ 
lence case and the many calls 
for his ouster, this is why: The only 
people who can fire him are the 
32 NFL owners - and they have 
zero interest in letting him go. 
After all, he makes them money. 
Currently, the NFL takes in about 
$10 billion overall: Coodell has 
told the owners he wants to 
make it a $25 billion business by 
the year 2027. You can practi¬ 
cally see their mouths watering 
at the prospect. 

Just listen to them circling the 
wagons: John Mara, the co¬ 
owner of the New York Ciants, 
has said flatly that Coodell's job 
is not in jeopardy. Robert Kraft, 
the owner of the Patriots, has 
come to his defense. In 2012, the 
owners paid Coodell a stagger¬ 
ing $44.2 million. 

“I think he's worth it," Kraft told 
The New York Times' Ken Belson 
in February, when Coodell's pay 
was revealed. 

Of course there is another reason 
the owners think he is “worth it." 


tte takes the heat for them when 
they need him to. Daniel Snyder, 
the owner in Washington, is ada¬ 
mant that he will never give up 
the nickname “Redskins,” even 
though it is deeply insulting to Na¬ 
tive Americans. Coodell backs 
him up. The owners don’t want 
to pay pensions to their referees? 
Coodell locks them out. 

“It's a mistake to view Coodell 
as powerful," says Cregg East- 
erbrook, the author of “The King 
of Sports: Why Football Must Be 
Reformed." “The owners have all 
the power.” 

And so it is in the recent contro¬ 
versy. Football is a violent game, 
and although they'd never say 
so out loud, NFL owners ac¬ 
cept some violence outside the 
white lines as an inevitable con¬ 
sequence. Indeed, it happens 
frequently enough that USA To¬ 
day compiles a database of NFL 
players who have been arrested. 
The website Sidespin, using that 
database, found 56 examples 
of domestic violence commit¬ 
ted by pro football players in the 
years since Coodell became 
commissioner. 

Once, in 2011, a player was sus¬ 
pended for the rest of the season 
- but that was by his team, the 
Minnesota Vikings, not Coodell. 
Another time, in 2006, a player 
was suspended by the league 
for fwo games. 

In every other instance where 
NFL headquarters mandated a 
punishment, it was only a one- 
game suspension. According to 
Sidespin, in nearly three dozen 
cases of domestic violence, the 
NFL took no action at all. 

No wonder Coodell thought that 
his original two-game suspension 
of Rice, the Baltimore Ravens run¬ 
ning back, for knocking his then- 
fiancee out cold was enough: 
tte had never given out a longer 
suspension for domestic violence 
during his time as commissioner. 
Then came the leak of the video 
of Rice's punch - followed by 
the scene of him dragging his 
unconscious fiancee out of the 
elevator door - which was so hor¬ 
rifying that even the NFL couldn't 
look the other way. 

Coodell suspended Rice indefi¬ 
nitely and gave an interview to 
CBS News in which he tried to 
accept the blame for his mistake 
but came across as evasive and 
defensive. 

And he ordered up an internal 
investigation to be headed by 
Robert Mueller, the former FBI di¬ 
rector. 

There is a small chance, I sup¬ 
pose, that Mueller will discover 
that Goodell lied when he said 
he had not seen the video be¬ 
fore if became public earlier fhis 
week. In that case, the owners 
would have no choice but to fire 
him. But I don't think that's going 
to happen. What is far more like¬ 
ly is that Goodell will survive the 
calls for his ousfer and go back 
to doing the one thing he truly 
knows how to do: Make money 
for his overlords, pro football's 
owners. □

There are three things in life that 
you should never do ambiva¬ 
lently: get married, buy a house 
or go to war. Alas, we’re about 
to do No. 3. Should we? 

President Barack Obama clearly 
took this decision to lead the co¬ 
alition to degrade and destroy 
the Islamic State with deep am¬ 
bivalence. How could he not? 
Our staying power is ambiguous, 
our enemy is barbarous, our re¬ 
gional allies are duplicitous, our 
European allies are feckless and 
the Iraqis and Syrians we're trying 
to help are fractious. There is not 
a straight shooter in the bunch. 
Other than that, it's just like D- 
Day. 

Consider Saudi Arabia. It's go¬ 
ing to help train Free Syrian Army 
soldiers, but, at the same time, 
is one of the biggest sources of 
volunteer jihadists in Syria. And, 
according to a secret 2009 U.S. 
study signed by then-Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton and divulged 
by WikiLeaks, private “donors in 
Saudi Arabia constitute the most 
significant source of funding fo 
Sunni ferrorisf groups worldwide." 
Turkey allowed foreign jihadisfs 
to pass into and out of Syria and 
has been an important market 
for oil that the Islamic State is 
smuggling out of Iraq for cash. 
Iran built the EFPs - explosively 
formed penetrators - that Iraqi 
Shiite militias used to help drive 
America out of Iraq and encour¬ 
aged Iraq's Shiite leaders to strip 
Iraqi Sunnis of as much power 
and money as possible, which 
helped creafe the Islamic State's 
Sunni counter-revolt. Syria's 
president, Bashar Assad, delib¬ 


erately allowed the Islamic State 
to emerge so he could show the 
world that he was not the only 
mass murderer in Syria. And Qa¬ 
tar is with us Mondays, Wednes¬ 
days and Fridays and against us 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. Fortu¬ 
nately, it takes the weekends off. 
Meanwhile, back home, Obama 
knows that the members of his 
own party and the Republican 
Party who are urging him to 
bomb the Islamic State will be 
the first to run for the hills if we get 
stuck, fail or accidenfally bomb a 
kindergarten class. 

So why did the president decide 
to go ahead? It's a combina¬ 
tion of a legitimate geostrategic 
concern - if Islamic Sfafe jihadists 
consolidate their power in the 
heart of Iraq and Syria, it could 
threaten some real islands of 
decency, like Kurdistan, Jordan 
and Lebanon, and might one 
day generate enough capacity 
to harm the West more directly 
- and the polls. Obama clearly 
feels drummed into this by the 
sudden shift in public opinion 
after the Islamic State's ghastly 
videotaped beheadings of two 
American journalists. 

OK, but given this cast of charac¬ 
ters, is there any way this Obama 
plan can end well? Only if we are 
extremely disciplined and tough- 
minded about how, when and 
for whom we use our power. 
Before we step up the bombing 
campaign on the Islamic State, it 
needs to be absolutely clear on 
whose behalf we are fighfing. The 
Islamic Sfate did not emerge by 
accident and from nowhere. It 
is the hate-child of two civil wars 
in which the Sunni Muslims have 
been crushed. One is the vicious 
civil war in Syria in which the Irani¬ 
an-backed Alawite-Shiite regime 
has killed roughly 200,000 people, 
many of them Sunni Muslims, with 
chemical weapons and barrel 
bombs. And the other is the Iraqi 
civil war in which the Iranian- 
backed Shiite government of 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki sys¬ 
tematically stripped the Sunnis of 
Iraq of their power and resources. 
There will be no self-sustained 


stability unless those civil wars 
are ended and a foundation is 
laid for decent governance and 
citizenship. Only Arabs and Mus¬ 
lims can do that by ending their 
sectarian wars and tribal feuds. 
We keep telling ourselves that 
the problem is “training," when 
the real problem is governance. 
We spent billions of dollars Gain¬ 
ing Iraqi soldiers who ran away 
from fhe Islamic State's path - not 
because they didn’t have proper 
training, but because they knew 
that their officers were corrupt 
hacks who were not appointed 
on merit and that the filthy al- 
Maliki government was unworthy 
of fighting for. We so underesti¬ 
mate how starved Arabs are, in 
all these awakenings, for clean, 
decent governance. 

Never forget, this is a two-front 
war: the Islamic State is the ex¬ 
ternal enemy, and sectarianism 
and corruption in Iraq and Syria 
are the internal enemies. We can 
and should help degrade the 
first, but only if Iraqis and Syrians, 
Sunnis and Shiites, truly curtail the 
second. If our stepped-up bomb¬ 
ing, in Iraq and Syria, gets ahead 
of their reconciliation, we will be¬ 
come the story and the target. 
And that is exactly what the Is¬ 
lamic State is waiting for. 

The Islamic State loses if our mod¬ 
erate Arab-Muslim partners can 
unite and make this a civil war 
within Islam - a civil war in which 
America is the air force for the 
Sunnis and Shiites of decency 
versus those of barbarism. The 
Islamic State wins if it can make 
this America's war with Sunni Is¬ 
lam - a war where America is the 
Shiite/Alawite air force against 
Sunnis in Iraq and Syria. The Is¬ 
lamic State will use every bit of 
its Twitter/Facebook network to 
try to depict it as the latter, and 
draw more recruits. We keep 
making this story about us, about 
Obama, about what we do. 
But it is not about us. It is about 
them and who they want to be. 
It's about a pluralistic region that 
lacks pluralism and needs to 
learn how to coexist. It's the 21st 
century. It's about time. □
